MountfVernon, In memory o£ the 100th 
anniversary of the death of George 
Washington. 


General Choate and Hon. Josiah H. 


Drummond of Po Hand, were the two 
men chosen by the Grand Lodge of Ma- 
sons of Maine to represent the State at 
tte observances, is they are the two 
most prominent,,. Sen. Choate being at 
the headjof the < rder and Mr. Drum- 
mond beside beln; a past master is 
looked upon'as th i father of the Maine 
hody. 
He is a 33rd degree Mason aad 


In the honor show i himtwhile upon his 
trip it can readUy be seen how he 
stands with the Masons of America. 


It was the first gathering of the 


sort ever heldfn America," said Gen- 
eral Choate to a Kennebec Journal re- 
porter, "an<O doubt not that the re- 
sult will be a goo 1 one. Tou see, there 
is no supreme lodge of the United 
States, or of the world, as in other or- 
ders, each state b ring a separate body 
In a manner. All have the same rules 
and regulations, alnd it/! easy to make 
oneself known among Masons of any 
clime." 


'Where was th< observance In mem- 


ory of George Washington's death 
held?" asked the*; buroal. 


i "That was at t le tomb of Washing- 
ton at Mount Ver ion, but this was not 
the first meeting that we attended," 
responded he gen iral. "We went first 
o|f All to Aixa idrla 
in Virginia, 


Wednesday evening. 
There the Grand 


iodge of Vlrglnisi was In session, and 
each delegation was invited to be pres- 
ent. 
It was a notable gathering and 


c ne that will go down in Masonic his- 
tory on account of the novelty of thi 
occasion, for there<were present mem- 
bers of the order from Maine to Cali- 
fornia, from Flor da and Texas to tb) 
Northern States.

delegate from' Colorado, a beautiful 
cane from the ladles of Alexandria. 
This gentleman was the one who pro- 
posed the observance, and the ladles 
thought he should have his thoughtful- 
ness recognized. 


"Thursday, Dec. 14, was the day that 


the real observances were-held. 
We 


were driven from the jEbbit house In 
Washington, to the steamboat, where 
we embarked for Mount Vernon. As 
we passed Alexandria the Grand Lodge 
of Virginia pulled away from 
the 


wharf and followed us to the scene of 
our ceremonies. ; I| should say there 
were between 3,000 and 4,000 people at 
Mount Vernon. that day. 


"At the old tomb of Washington, the 


master of the Colorado Masons, deliv- 
ered a short address, being honored 
with the privilege on account of the 
great activity Colorado has taken In 
honor of the late Illustrious Mason. 


"From the old tomb we went to the 


new one where the remains of the 
great man lay, and here each of the 
states of the Union, through Its repre- 
f entatlve, paid a tribute. The 13 orig- 
inal states were first called upon, and 
then they called Maine. After this the

"President MoKInley was present 
hroughout the ceremonies and at the* 
lose of those at the tomb, all went to 
he Mansion house where, upon the 
torch, he delivered a beautiful address.

man than his rival, Lord Wolseley. 


Lord Roberts' elevation to the peer- 


age is said to have been delayed for 
many years through the influence of 
Gen.

Wolseley, whom his friends call "Eng- 
land's only general." was adjutant 
general of the British army, stationed 
at the horse guards, and in daily inter- 
course with the authorities of the 
army.
